It  mny  be  said  thnt  the  trial  was  one  of 
the  most  interesting  in  British  jndioial 
snnals.  Madeleine  Smith  had  engaged 
herself  to  a  jonng  Frenchman  named 
L’Angelier.  It  was  clearly  proved  that 
she  had  tired  of  him,  and  was  anxious 
to  disentangle  herself  from  the  oonneo- 
tion.  Bat  L’Angelier  olong  to  her,  and 
refused  to  be  rebuffed.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  on  several  oooasions,  jnst 
pq^vious  to  his  visits,  she  had  purchased 
p<nson;  or  that,  always  after  these  visits, 
ne  was  seised  with  severe  illnees.  On 
the  seventeenth  of  March  Madeleine  re¬ 
turned  to  her  honse  in  Glasgow,  after  a 
brief  visit  to  some  friends.  The  next 
day  she  purchased  some  arsenic,  “tc* 
kill  rats  with,*'  as  she  said.  Thearsenic 
bought,  the  next  thing  she  did  was  to 
write  to  L’Angelier,  inviting  him  to  tea 
on  the  evening  of  the  nineteenth.  He 
happened  to  be  out  of  town,  and  did  not, 
therefore,  gel  the  note  until  it  was  too 
late  to  accept  the  invitation.  She  wrote 
again  on  the  twenty-first,  urging  him  to 
oome  the  next  evening,  and  saying: 
“  I  waited  and  waited  for  yon,  bnt  you 
came  not.  I  shall  wait  again  to-morrow 
night,  same  time  and  arrangement.” 
Tma  note  L’Angelier  received.  So  far 
the  proof  was  clear.  It  was  also  in  evi¬ 
dence  that  he  started  from  his  lodgings 
in  excellent  health  on  the  Sunday  even¬ 
ing,  and  that  he  saontered  in  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Madeleine’s  house;  this  was  at 
nine  o’clock.  Twenty  minntes  later,  he 
called  on  a  friend  who  lived  bnt  a  short 
distanoe  from  her  residence.  Here  the 
evidence  utterly  failed,  and  left  a  blank 
for  four  hours  and  a  h^. 

At  two  in  the  morning,  L’Angelier 
was  found  at  his  own  door  writhing  and 
speechless;  and  in  a  few  hours  he  was 
dead.  The  autopsy  betrayed  a  large 
quantity  of  arsenic  in  his  b^y.  Bat, 
between  twenty  minutes  past  nine  and 
two,  no  bnman  being  ooold  depose  to 
having  laid  eyes  on  him.  M^eleine 
herself  denied  that  she  saw  him  at  all 
that  sight;  nor  was  the  slightest  proof 
forthcoming  that  she  did.  She  was  pat 
on  trial  for  the  murder  of  L’Angelier; 
and,  although  her  desire  to  get  rid  of 
him — that  is,  a  motive;  her  purchase  of 
arsenic — that  is,  possession  of  an  instm- 
ment  similar  to  that  which--  was  found 
to  have  been  fatal;  and  her  notes  of 
invitation — that  is,  a  fact  from  which  a 
strong  probability  of  a  meet^  between 
them  that  night  was  established — were 
fully  proved,  the  abeence  of  all  proof  of 
•ofoal  (mportunity  to  commit  the 
deed  availed  to  save  the  prisoner’s  life. 
She  said,  in  effect:  “1  was  at  my 
honse,  and  can  prove  it;  he  was  not 
there,  for  I  defy  you  to  prove  it;  there¬ 
fore  I  have  an  alibi.**  The  l^ttish 
verdict  of  “not  proven  *' set  her  free, 
but  did  not  clear  her  of  the  stain  of

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Circumstantial  Evidence- 

An  Interesting  Account  of  the  Inv- 
portanoe  Attached  to  It  in  Mur¬ 
der  Triala 


The  murder  of  Madame  Pauw  in 
France,  about  ten  yean  ago,  shows  how 
a  oonspionons  and  powc  rful  motive,  in 
the  ab^noe  of  other  conclusiYe  evidence, 
sometimes  puts  jnsticesnooessfully  Upon 
the  track  of  the  criminal.  Madame 
Pauw  was  a  widow  with  three  ohildren, 
who  had  an  intimate  friend  in  the  Count 
de  la  Pom  mends.  This  titled  personage 
was  in  need  of  money,  and  he  had  a 
heail  for  scheming.  He  planned  a  fraud 
upon  eight  iusuranoe  com  panics,  and 
persuaded  the  poor  widow  to  b^me 
his  instroment  in  it.  Her  life  was  to  be 
insured  ;  she  was  then  to  feign  danger¬ 
ous  illness  ;  and,  while  lying  apparently 
in  a  seriooB  strait,  the  iusuranoe  com¬ 
panies  wer'^  to  be  persuaded  to  obango 
the  life  poiioies  into  annuities.  The 
oouni  advanced  the  preauams;  the 
poiioies  were  made  ool,  transferable  by 
indorsement.  Madame  Panw  was  then 
induoed  to  indorse  them  to  him,  and 
also  to  make  a  will  oat  in  his  hivor.  The 
next  thing  was  for  the  widow  to  pretend 
to  fall  ill,  which  she  did ;  bnt,  instead 
of  the  policies  being  transformed  into 
annoitiee,  the  poor  lady  died  I  It  was  a 
grave  blander  of  the  oonat  to  tell  the 
doctor,  when  he  came  in,  that  Msdame 
Panw  had  fallen  'down  stairs ;  for  not 
only  was  this  denied  by  abundant  testi¬ 
mony,  but  the  post-mortem  examina¬ 
tion  betrayed  the  preeenoe  of  poison  as 
the  cause  of  her  death.  At  onoe  there¬ 
after  the  Count  de  la  Pommerais  came 
into  the  posseesion  of  the  half  million 
francs  wlucb  a  -omed  under  the  policies 
and  the  wilL  Here  oocBired  a  singular 
inoideMt  in  the  trial.  It  is  olear  that,  if 
the  count  bad  intaaded  the  fraud  in  earn¬ 
est  wbeu  he  proposed  ft  to  Madame' 
Pauw,  and  really  designed  to  obtain  for 
her  an  annniW  by  its  means,  thus  secur¬ 
ing  to  bim.4elf  a  life  inoome,  be  could 
have  bad  no  serious  motive  for  killing 
her.  And  this  was  aotually  his  defease 
against  the  charge  of  murder.  He  de¬ 
cided,  aod  tried  to  prove,  that  he  really 
meant  to  carry  ont  the  fraud,  and  that 
Madame  Pauw’s  death  was  a  catastrophe 
and  an  aooident.  Thos  in  trying  to  dear 
himself  of  the  grave  crime,  he  coolly 
oonfessed  the  leeser.  But  the  proof 
oontndiotory  of  his  case  was  too  dear  ; 
he  was  oonvioted  and  duly  executed. 

It  has  been  said  that  •  very  important 
link  in  the  chain  of  circumstantial  evi¬ 
dence  is  that  of  opportunity.  To  show 
— nt  of  opportunity,  that  is,  an  etlibi, 
is  an  abeolnte  anssrer  to  the  strongest 
indictment^  and  produces  a  fatal  flaw 
in  the  chain.  Opportuuity  to  oommit, 
the  crime  must  be  either  proved  out¬ 
right  or  inferred  by  the  most  ooncloaive 
prssomptimi.  Th^  never  sras  a  more 
strikiDg  csss  illnstrative  of  this  than 
that  of  the  young  Scottish  ^1  Made¬ 
leine  Smith,  wboM  trial  at  Qlasgow  may 
•■rity  be  miembarvd  by  many  mdm.

The  exposition  groMtds  contain  fonr 
hundred  and  twenty  o^ee  and  ore  near¬ 
ly  triangfllar  in  shape,  being  bounded  on 
the  north  by  Belmont  ibive,  on  the  east 
by  Lansdowne  drive,  ttid  on  the  south¬ 
west  by  Elm  avenuA  The  total  number 
of  Centennial  bnildinga  now  completed, 
with  thoee  in  course  of  odnstruotion  and 
others  not  yet  begun.  Is  about  one  hun¬ 
dred,  and  the  total  area  covered  by  the 
exhibition  buildings  pMiper— that  is,  not 
inolnding  restaorants  cf  other  buildings 
not  intended  to  oontaiMiBxhibits — will  be 
about  seventy-five  acrei,  which  is  nearly 
doable  the  Bpeoe  covered  by  the  build¬ 
ings  at  the  Vienna  ex]^tion.  The  lat¬ 
ter  ooveredSS.  8  acres,  fiyolndi^  indoeed 
oonrts  ;  those  of  Pariig  in  1867,  covered 
thirty-one  acres  ;  Lotion,  1862,  26.6 
acres  ;  Paris,  1856,  22J  acres,  and  Lon¬ 
don,  1851,  23.9  acrea^The  board  fence 
bonnding  the  gronndb  is  16,000  feet  in 
length,  and  oontains  tMrteem  entranoes, 
representing  the  thirtem  original  States. 
These  entranoes  or  g^  be  orna¬ 
mented  and  fitted  up^  for  the  sale  of 
tickets,  and  will  ha^  self-registering 
turnstiles,  bv  which  tM  enot  number  of 
visitors  to  the  exposflon  can  ^  easily 
ascertained.

In  the  fall  of  1871  quite  a  sensation 
BOB  created  by  the  disoovezy  in  the  wil- 
dtmesB  of  Wmming  county,  of  a 
tenily  of  wild  pemle,  oonsisting  of  a 


non  and  his  two  children.  Hie  latter 
roomed  the  woods  in  a  nude  condition, 
nbsisting  on  nuts,  roots,  etc.  The  msn 
lived  in  a  miserable  hut,  where  his  chil¬ 
dren  sometimes  slept.  He  was  possessed 
of  a  good  eduoation,  and  clothed  in  rags 
BOd  surrounded  with  filth,  he  qpent  Im 
time  in  studying  an  old  Bible. 

He  seemed  to  have  a  profound  knowl¬ 
edge  of  Soriptnral  subjects,  and  was 
well  versed  in  ancient  and  modem  his¬ 
tory.  He  possessed,  also,  extraordinary 
slorationary  powers,  and  had  invented 
a  system  of  snort  hand  whioh  he  wrote 
with  remarkable  speed,  and  read  witii 
fluency.  Soon  after  the  disoovety  of 
these  strange  beings  a  man  named  Bob- 
in  on  soi^ht  to  m^e  money  out  of  them

The  story  of  the  Danish  pastor,  Soren 
Qvist,  is  one  of  the  most  touchingly 
tragic  in  judicial  records;  and  onoe  more 
exempUflee  Paul  Feval’s  complaint  that 
justice  is  sometimes  too  quick  to  seise 
upon  sppearanoes,  and  neglect  the  sup¬ 
position  of  fabricated  evidence.  Soren 
was  a  clergyman  of  middle  ^e,  settled 
over  a  sm^,  primitive  parish  in  Jut¬ 
land.  Pure  and  irreproachable  in  char¬ 
acter,  genial,  generous,  and  devout,  ho 
was  cursed  with  a  fiery  and  ongovem- 
able  temper;  yet  he  was  nniversally  re¬ 
vered;  and  varied  his  pastoral  cares,  as 
is  not  nnfreqnent  in  Soandinavian  ooun- 
tries,  by  cultivating  a  modest  farm.  He 
had  a  daughter,  gentle  and  comely.  A 
farmer  in  a  neighboring  village,  one 
Morten  Bmns,  well  off  but  of  b^  repu¬ 
tation,  sought  this  daughter  in  marriage, 
bnt  was  rejected  both  by  her  and  by  tiie 
pastor. 

Soon  after  a  brother  of  his,  Niels 
Brans,  mtered  the  pastor’s  service  as  a 
farm  hand.  Niels  was  lazy,  impudent, 
and  quarrelsome,  and  fr^uent  alterca¬ 
tions  ooonrred  between  him  and  his  mas¬ 
ter.  One  day  Soren  found  the  man 
idling  in  the  garden.  A  quarrel  ensued, 
when  the  pastor,  his  hot  temper  getting 
the  better  of  him,  struck  Niels  several 
times  with  a  spade,  saying  :  “I  will 
beat  thee,  dog,  until  thou  liest  dead  at 
my  feet  I”  The  man  then  jumped  up 
and  ran  off  into  the  woods,  and  was  not 
seen  again.  The  rejected  suitor  Morten, 
after  1^  brother  liad  thus  mysteriously 
4i^ppeared,  boldly  charged  the  pastor 
with  the  crime,  and  ofTe^  to  produce 
convincing  proofs  of  the  fact.  Soren 
was  therefore  arraigned,  when  the  fol¬ 
lowing  evid«ice  was  arrayed  against 
him.  A  man  testified  that,  on  the  night 
after  the  quarrel,  he  saw  the  parson,  in 
his  green  dressing  gown  and  white  night¬ 
cap,  digging  hard  in  tho  garden.  It  was 
also  proved  that,  search  having  been 
made  in  the  garden,  a  body  had  been  un¬ 
earthed,  undoubtedly  that  of  Niels,  with 
hia  clothes  and  earrings  upon  it.  A 
servant  girl  testified  not  only  to  having 
heard  Soren  repeatedly  threaten  to  kill 
NielA  bat  to  having  seen  the  parson  go 
out  into  the  garden  on  the  flital  night, 
in  his  green  dreesing  gown  and  night¬ 
cap.  Still  atronger  e^ence  was  pro- 
dnoed  to  the.  eff^  that  the  purson  had 
been  seen,  in  hia  green  dreesing  gown 
and  nightcap,  carrying  a  heavy  saok 
from  tlM  wo^  near  by  into  the  garden. 
The  chain  of  evidenoe  was  apparently 
complete  against  Soren;  and  the  poor 
parson  now  sealed  hia  own  fate  by  de¬ 
claring  that  he  believed  he  had  l^ed 
Niels,  though  nnoonsrionsly.  He  stated 
that  he  was  wont  to  walk  in  his  sleep. 
He  had  fotmd  texts,  written  sermons  and 
visited  his  chnreh  in  a  state  of  somnam- 
bulxsou  He  must,  therefore,  ^re  found 
the  man  dead  in  the  wood  while  thns  nn- 
oonsoioas,  and  have  buried  him  while  in 
this  condition.  To  be  brief,  Soren  was 
found  guilty  and  executed. 

Twenty  years  after,  Niels  Bruns 
turned  up  again,  alive  and  well,  grown 
now  old  and  gray.  He  reoonn’ed  how 
his  brother  Morten  (now  dead)  had  oon- 
ooeted  a  plot  to  fasten  the  crime  of  mur¬ 
der  on  the  pastor,  in  revenge  for  the  re- 
j<^on  of  nis  suit.  A  b^y  had  been 
disinterred  and  dressed  in  Nii^*  olcthee; 
the  dressing  gown  and  nightcap  had  been 
abstracted,  as  we  have  seen,  and  re¬ 
placed;  Morten,  dressed  in  them,  had 
brought  the  oorpee  in  the  saq^  and 
buried  it  in  the  wden;  and  then,  his 
plot  carried  out,  he  had  given  Niels  a 
porae  and  bid  him  begone,  and  not  to  le- 
tnm,  or  his  life  should  answer  for  it. 
Niels  had  kept  out  of  the  way  till  Mor¬ 
ten’s  death,  and  had  now  returned, 
with  this  terrible  tale.

omel  treatment  compelled  them  to  snb-

ithey’s  “  History  of  Brasil  *' 
r  Cabeza  <' 


In  Southey 
tells  how  Cabeza  de  Ysoa  wv  in  s  great 
ship  going  to  South  America  with  400 
men  and  thirty  horses ;  and  after  they 
had  oroesed  the  equator,  the  commander 
duioovered  there  were  only  three  casks 
of  water  left.  He  nve  orders  to  make 
the  nearest  land,  and  for  three  days  they 
sailed  for  the  ooast.  A  poor  sick  soldier 
who  had  left  Cadiz  with  them,  brought 
a  grillo,  or  gronnd  cricket,  with  huB, 
thinking  its  cheerful  votee  woull  amnoe 
him  on  the  long,  dreary  voya^  Bat 
to  his  great  disappointment,  the  little 
insect  was  perfectly  qniet  the  whole  way. 
The  fourth  morning  after  the  ship  hM 
changed  her  oonrse,  the  ooriokei,  whioh 
knew  what  she  was  about,  set  op  her 
shrillest  note.  The  soldier  at  onoe  gave 
a  warning  to  the  ol^rs  in  charge  of  ttie 
vessel,  and  they  soon  saw  hi^,  jaggad 
rooks  just  ahead  of  them.  The  watih 
had  been  oarelees,  and  the  speat  ship  in 
a  few  moments  would  have  oeen  da«aed 
to  pieces  on  the  ledgeo,  if  this  posy 
creature  had  not  scented  the  land,  sad 
told  them  of  their  danger.

semblance  between  them.  Their  heads 
were  small,  with  receding  foreheads,  and 
were  covered  with  long,'  matted  white 
hair.  Their  noses  and  months  were 
very  large,  and  their  eyes  small  The 
•xpression  of  their  faces  was  idiotic. 
They  were  mutes,  so  far  as  emitting  in- 
telli^ble  sounds  was  concerned,  but 
they  had  a  strange,  harsh  gibberish  in 
which  their  father  insistea  they  oom- 
mnnioated  nnderstandingly  with  one  an¬ 
other.  The  exhibitions  of  this  degi^ed 
family  were  so  shocking  to  the  sensibili¬ 
ties  of  the  public  that  the  exhibitor  was 
compelled  to  abandon  his  speculation, 
and  the  “wild  mutes,”  as  they  were 
termed,  were  returned  to  their  retreat 
m  the  wilderness,  in  the  winter  of  1872. 

They  were  gradually  forgotten,  bnt  in 
1873  their  fatixer  appeared  at  Tnnkhan- 
nookand  made  the  charge  that  hia  son 
had  killed  his  sister  and  attempted  the 
life  of  bis  father,  and  asXed  that  he  be 
taken  in  charge  by  the  authoritiea  The 
wild  boy  was  arrested  with  great  diffienUy 
and  lodged  in  jail.  All  efforts  to  get  fc  ‘

enter  his  oell  onproteoted.  Nothing 

could  be  done  with  aim,  and  some  weeks 
after  he  was  secured  he  was  returned  to 
the  woods.  Ever  since  he  has  been  a 
source  of  annoyanoe  to  the  authorities, 
and  he  has  at  last  been  disposed  of  by 
being  osptured  and  incaroerated  in  the 
insane  asylum  at  Danville  by  order  of 
oourt.  The  extraordinary  stoty  of  the 
family,  as  told  officially  by  the  father,  is 
as  f ollows.  It  has  no  parallel  in  modem 
times : 

The  name  of  the  father  of  the  wild 
mutes  is  Thomas  Wells  Parke.  He  is 
fifty-five  years  old,  and  was  bora  in  Exe¬ 
ter,  Lnzsrne  ooanty.  He  lived  in  that 
place  until  he  was  fifteen  yean  old,  ob¬ 
taining  ^e  rudiments  of  an  English  edn* 
cation.  Beyond  the  fact  that  when  he 
was  that  age  W  parents  moved  into  the 
wilderness  of  Wyom^  oounty,  to  the 
spot  where  he  was  dis^vered  with  his 
family  in  1871,  and  that  they  died  there, 
and  were  buried  in  the  woods  by  his 
own  hands,  nothing  is  known  about  hia 
antecedents.  His  father  left  fifty  acres 
of  land,  on  whioh  Parke’s  hut  now 
stands.  When  he  was  twenty-six  years 
old  he  married  a  girl  of  twenty,  named 
Mary  Searlea.  She  was  sickly,  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  insane  spells.  The  girl  Melvins, 
was  born  in  1849,  and  the  boy  nearly 
three  years  later.  Their  motha  never 
gave  tnem  any  attention,  and  from  the 
time  they  were  old  enough  to  get  about 
they  were  compelled  to  look  out  for 
themselves.  They  never  spoke  a  word 
in  their  lives,  nor  had  a  garment  of  any 
kind  on  them  until  the  showman  took 
them  away.  They  early  took  to  the 
woo^  and  new  np  like  the  animals 
that  infested  the  i^on.  From  digging 
for  roots  and  hunting  nests  tiieyacomred 
the  habit  of  going  on  all  fours,  and  were 
almost  as  ^et  as  deer.  They  were 
equally  agile  in  an  erect  position,  lliey 
subsisted  on  nuts,  roots,  bark,  eta,  and 
also  systematically  hunted  mice,  rats, 
rabbit^  ground  moles,  and  other  bor¬ 
rowing  animria,  whirii  they  devoured 
raw.  They  climbed  the  higest  trees  with 
ease,  and  hunted  birds’  nests,  the  ocm 
tents  of  which,  whether  eggs  or  young 
birds,  were  choice  food  for  them.  They 
wandered  about  in  the  most  rigcHoos 
winter  weather,  and  sometimes  remained 
away  from  home  days  at  a  time.  Their 
skin  became  almost  Mack  from  exposure, 
and  at  tiie  time  they  were  diaeovered  by 
the  hunters  their  fi^  was  covered  with 
scars  made  by  outs  and  scratches  in  the 
woods.  The  skin  of  the  ^ms  of  their 
and  stdea  of  their  feet  was  thick 
and  as  hard  as  horn.  Hie  disposition  of 
the  boy  at  that  time  was  ngty  and 
vuBous.  He  bad  mads  several  asaaalts 
on  his  sistar,  wounding  her  bodty,  and 
had  attempted  to  kill  his  n  other,  vHm 
ran  away  from  the  hnt  in  March,  1871, 
aad  never  returned. 

Left  alone  withhis  wild  offspring,  the 
father  noted  with  afaum  the  increasing 
feroeUnuDess  of  the  boy,  and,  when  he 
ooold  oeBtrol  him,  be  ti^  him  in  the 
hut  for  the  safety  of  himself  and  the 
girl  Hue  increaM  has  fny,  and  be 
was  rrl-Ti*^  The  diepositum  of  the 
girl  wae  geotier,  end  she  was  quite  do- 
oile. 

When  they  returned  from  their  abort 
ionr  with  the  s&owasaa  it  was  in  the 
ai^  of  the  severe  winter  of  1873. 
Pozhe  had  left  home  at  the  time  be 
nsoaOj  gathered  his  erop  of  pototoea 
andton^s,  an  ha  raked  on  his  Isod, 
and  when  he  same  bade  there  was  noth¬ 
ing  for  him  to  snbaisl  oo.  HischildrsB 
betook  tbasoeehres  at  onoe  to  the  wooda

Am  he 
failed,  and  oootiiroed  to  fail  hk  anxiety 
grew  greater  to  asve  the  doomed  men. 
I  dare  not  say  how  many  thousand  miles 
those  words  of  the  Presideot  traveled 
backward  and  forward  k  that  moety 
minutes.  They  went  to  New  York,  to 
Bufblo,  to  Omrinneti,  to  Pittsburgh,  to 
Wheeling,  and  eleewbere,  often  return¬ 
ing  like  Noah’s  dove  of  many,  and  as 
often  'sent  ont  agatn.
